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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 09/22/04 has been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the objections to the drawings, Applicant's clarifications have overcome the 
objections, as such; the objections to the drawings have been withdrawn. 

As to the objections to the specification, Applicant's amendments of the title have been 
accepted, as such; the objections to the specification have been withdrawn. 

As to the objections to claims 6 and 16, Applicant's amendments have overcome the 
objections, as such; the objections have been withdrawn. 

As to the rejections to the claims, under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs, 
Applicant's amendments and clarifications have overcome the rejections, as such; the rejections 
have been withdrawn. 

As to the prior art rejections to the claims, Applicant's amendments have overcome the 
prior art rejections of the claims made in the previous Office Action mailed on 6/29/2004 as 
such; the prior art rejections have been withdrawn. Therefore the case is found to be in 
allowance condition for the reasons as set for below. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The followmgis.an.examiner^s-statement-of-reasons-for-allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest specific structural limitations, as 

recited in claims 1 and 16, such as a delay time setting circuit (1 14 in instant Fig. 1) for 
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performing control for variably setting the delay time of the first and second pre-stage delay 
circuits (110, 111) and the delay time of the first and second post-stage delay circuits (112, 113), 
wherein the delay time setting circuit variably controls the delay times of the pre-stage and post- 
stage delay circuits according to a relationship between a minimum delay time for circuit 
operation and a period of the clock signal (CLK, /CLK) received by the clock synchronization 
circuit; and being configured in a clock synchronization circuit ( as shown in Fig. 1). 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest specific structural limitations, as 
recited in claim 17, such as a delay time setting circuit (1 14 in instant Fig. 1) for variably setting 
the delay time of the first and second pre-stage delay circuits (110, 111) and the delay time of the 
first and second post-stage delay circuits (112, 113), depending on the period of the clock signals 
(CLK, /CLK) and the delay time of the first delay circuit (102); wherein the delay time of the 
first delay circuit is equal to the sum of the delay time of the first buffer circuit (101), the delay 
time of the multiplexing circuit (108) and the delay time of the output circuit (109); and being 
configured in a clock synchronization circuit ( as shown in Fig. 1).
